lacentia and Yorba Linda resi- 

dents calling the Orange County 

Fire Department get a two-for-one 
benefit. 

Instead of having a fire engine and 
truck pull up, often only one will respond. 
The new truck is called a ‘‘quint’’ be- 
cause along with carrying water, hoses, 
and ladders, it acts as a pumper and has 

a 95-foot aerial platform. 

Steve Rhodes, a captain at Placentia’s 
Fire Station No. 34, said the truck’s offi- 
cial name is the 1992 Sutphen 95-foot 
Quint Aerial Platform. It replaces the de- 
partment’s 1988 models.

“One of the biggest advantages to this 
truck is it frees up an engine to respond 
to medical emergencies while we respond 
to fires,’ Rhodes said. 

That can mean a substantial savings 
for the department. 

“Station No. 34 responded to 2,620 
emergencies in Yorba Linda and Placen- 
tia last year and the truck responds to 
about 75 calls a month.” 

The truck, which costs $450,000, is 45 
feet long and 8 feet wide and carries 300 
gallons of water, which it pumps at 1,500 
gallons per minute. 

It also carries 1,700 feet of hoses in 
varying diameters from 1% inches to 4 
inches. 

Its aerial extension can be angled 90

to pump water from the platform. 

The truck also carries $100,000 worth of 
life-saving equipment, including the jaws 
of life, an automatic defibrillator, ropes, 
air bags, ventillation tools, salvage equip- 
ment, assorted power tools, electric gen- 
erator and a full complement of first aid 
material. 

The crew consists of a driver, a captain 
and two firefighters, Rhodes said. 

It has a 65-gallon gas tank but its 4- 
miles-per-gallon average takes it out of 
the economy vehicle class.

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Police warn of charity telephone scam

Local police chiefs and associa- 
tions are warning residents not to 
fall for telephone scams by solici- 
tors who pull heartstrings and 
claim the money is for a police or- 
ganization. 


Whether the solicitation is a pure 
scam or run by someone other than 
the local police department, the 


money doesn’t stay in the commu- 
nity, they cautioned. 

It’s an old problem, accentuated 
by tough economic times. As cities 
are forced to cut police budgets, 
solicitors find citizens more willing 
to give. 

“They speak like they are with 
the department,’’ said Orange 
County Sheriff's Department 
spokesman Lt. Dick Olson. ‘‘It’s ei- 
ther the way they word things or 
the way people listen to it. The saf- 


est thing for a person to do is to ask 
for aname and a call back number, 
and then call the organization 
they’re soliciting for.’’ 

La Habra Police Chief Steve Sta- 
veley suggested a more thorough 
investigation. 

“Because there is fraud in tele- 
phone solicitation, it is our view 
that people should not give to any 
telephone solicitor unless they 
fully understand who it is they’re 
giving to,” he said. ‘‘I think that’s 
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true of all charities.’”’ 


Any solicitor seems to gain in- 
stant credibility when using the 
word police, Placentia Police Chief 
Manuel Ortega said. He suggested 
residents take a name and phone 
number from anyone claiming to 
be with the police department, 
Ithen call the police station and 
verify the caller’s identity.

Twister rips tiles from roof

Art and Lucy Castillo won’t for- 
get Monday anytime soon — if they 
ever do. 

The lifelong Placentia residents 
were working at home around 
10:30 a.m. when a twister rocked 
their home and stripped away part 
of their red tile roof. He was work- 
ing in his upstairs office. She was 
doing the wash in the garage. 

“]T heard this crescendo of rain 
and harder rain,”’ he said. “It was 
like a train. And then, of course, a 
big thud as all the tile fell in the 
back yard. 

“I thought it was an earthqua- 
ke ... a combination of an earth- 
quake and a hard wind.” 


Lucy watched the strapped-down 
water heater jiggle, then came 
back inside to find her front doors 
blown open and some of her ceram- 
ics shattered on the floor. 

It did little to prepare her for the 
mess in the back yard. 


“T looked out in the back and I 
though of my God,” she said. “‘It 
looked like confetti all over the pa- 
tio. This never happens in Califor- 
nia.” 


Lucy Castillo, 66, said she’s nev- 
er seen anything like it, nor will she 
ever forget the experience. 

Six of her neighbors also suf- 
fered roof damage, uprooted trees, 
strewn lawn furniture and other 
wind damage. 

Orange County fire officials put 


the damage at $10,000. Apparently 
none of the homes suffered any 
structural damage and no injuries 
were reported. 

At Brea Nissan, just across the 
city line, management hadn’t yet 
determined a dollar amount for 
damage suffered there. 


But instead of showing cars to 
potential buyers, one of the dealer- 
ship’s salesmen and the general 
sales manager spent the morning 
and early afternoon giving tours to 
the media. 


Scott ‘Tassone, the dealership’s 
general sales manager, was in his 
office when he looked up and saw 
what he described as a 15-foot-tall 
funnel cloud — full of debris — 
above his service department. 


The twister traveled along a 
fence dividing the dealership and a 
hotel, snapping tree branches and 
throwing them into the lot. Win- 
dows in five vehicles literally were 
sucked out by the pressure, he 
said. 

The twister then traveled toward 
the front of the lot, made a sharp 
right turn on Imperial Highway, 
and appeared to die out, Mike Mei- 
metis said. 


The dealer’s insurance will cov- 
er the damage costs, Tassone said. 
“Tf not, I hope we get enough press 
to sell enough to make up for it.” 


As for several calls he received 
asking for discounts on damaged 
cars, he said, ‘‘we certainly will. 
We'll discount any car.”

Roofs

Safety of wood 
shingles argued

Residents of a townhome 
complex are divided about 
whether to replace the com- 
plex’s wood shake roofs with 
fire-retardant roofs and one side 
has asked the city to change its 
reroofing policy to ban wood 
shakes. 

The one-story Broadmoor 
complex on Palm and Rose 
drives was built 19 years ago 
and is roofed with wood shake 
shingles. Most of the townhomes 
have original roofs. 

The conflict came to the fore- 
front during a City Council 
meeting earlier this month 
when board members of the 
Broadmoor Homeowner’s Asso- 
ciation asked the city to change 
the reroofing policy. 

Some homeowners fear the 
wood shake roofs would allow a 
fire to spread to the entire com- 
plex and they want fire-retar- 
dant roofs installed when the 
complex is reroofed. 

“There’s a fire hazard,”’ resi- 
dent Ben Parker said. 

Shirley Woods, another resi- 
dent of the complex, said she 
wants to maintain uniformity 
with the wood shake roofs. 

“The places are all alike. You 
just don’t put different roofs 
on,”’ she said. 

The city’s reroofing policy al- 
lows the same type of roof or a 
better grade of roofing. 

Last summer the complex’s 
homeowners association ap- 
proved a regulation requiring 
fire retardant roofs. But one 
month later, the complex’s ar- 
chitectural committee reversed 
the decision saying alternative 
roofing materials do not con- 
form to regulations requiring 
uniformity. 

“T think they should ban cedar

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City seeks 
to improve 
traffic flow

Traffic signals at five intersec- 
tions along Orangethorpe Avenue 
in Placentia and Anaheim will be 
synchronized to improve traffic 
flow if the city receives a grant of 
Measure M funds. 

Last week, City Council mem- 
bers approved an application for 
$375,000 in Measure M funds for the 
project. Measure M is the half-cent 
sales tax for road and transporta- 
tion improvements. The grant 
must be approved by the Orange 
County Transportation Authority. 

In Placentia, signal coordination 
will be made at Lakeview Avenue 
and Kraemer Boulevard. In Ana- 
heim, signal coordination will be 
made at Kellogg Drive and Miller 
Street. 

‘We want to improve traffic flow 
on Orangethorpe,”’ Traffic Engi- 
neer Warren Siecke said. ‘The 
people that are driving Orangeth- 
orpe will benefit.”’ 

Many motorists use Orangeth- 
orpe as an alternative route to the 
Riverside (91) Freeway. 

Since ne county has prioritized 
signal coordination, Siecke is con- 
fident the city will receive the fund- 
ing. 

Eighty percent of the county 
funding will come from the Signal 
Improvement Program and 20 per- 
cent from the Growth Manage- 
ment Area Program. 


If Placentia receives the fund- 
ing, the project is expected to start 
in the fall and reach completion 
about 3 months later, Siecke said.

urged residents not to give if that’s 
a condition. 

Officials from most police de- 
partments said they don’t do fun- 
draisers themselves, though their 
police associations do. 

Fullerton Lt. Al Burks, president 
of the department's athletic 
league, said the organization 
would not solicit donations over the 
phone.

“Tf we do it, it’s usually one-on- 
one where we can show them our 
badge,” he said. ‘‘Or we’d use a 
letter where they could send it 
right to us.”’ 

Fund-raising is limited to a few 
annual events and extraordinary 
things like buying a bicycle for a 
needy youth, he said. 

When they do a fund-raiser, they 
seek publicity in the local media, 
and the department's watch com- 
mander certainly would know, he 
said. 

Even if a solicitor from a generic 
police group — such as a disabled 
officers’ association or a national 
fraternal order of police — is legiti- 
mate, most of the money they re- 
ceive does not come back to the 
community, local police associa- 
tion officials say. 

Baldwin concurred, and added 





that such groups often have 80 per- 
cent administrative overhead and 
donate as little at $10, if anything, 
to local departments. 

Police officials all seemed to 
agree that, unless it’s the local po- 
lice department or association do- 
ing the fund-raising, the money 
doesn’t end up at the local level. 


As for pure phone scams, La- 
tinos are a regular target, Ana- 
heim Police Association office 
manager Marcie Burgess said. 

Spanish-speaking telemar- 
keters, preying on fears of police 
instilled in immigrants’ native 
countries, often are used to target 
Hispanics, Burgess said. 

“The phone tactics of these 
groups are really questionable,”’ 
she said. “They hit Anaheim with 
just terrible regularity.”

Taxes add dollars to the 
high cost of housing 


While many cities in north 
Orange County battle the af- 
fordable housing war, other 
public entities search for ways 
to hurl the weapon of taxation 
into the fray. This intrusion 
does nothing to help win the 
fight against the high cost of 
housing. 

The Placentia Yorba Linda 
Unified School District trustees 
have tossed in some of this tax 
weaponry, so securing afford- 
able housing Yorba Linda and 
Placentia will be almost as 
elusive as sea level snowfall at 
the equator. The trustees are 
nailing developers with a $1 
per squre-foot increase in 
builder’s tax fees. This comes 
at a time when the state wants 
to increase gasoline taxes 40 
cents a gallon on top of gaso- 
line and other tax increases 
under study by the big spend- 
ers on Capitol Hill. 

With most productive tax- 
payers giving up more than 
half their income to satisfy the 
greed of government at all lev- 
els, now is not the time to add 
to the financial burdens of 
wage earners. We see a time 
in the not too distant future 
that few people will have 
enough income left after taxes 
to realize the once-traditional 
dream of becoming a home- 
owner. 

The district's tax fee in- 


crease brings developer’s fees 
to about $2.65 per square-foot, 
about a 38 percent hike in de- 
veloper construction tax obli- 
gations. That obligation will 
simply be passed on to the 
consumer in the form of higher 
housing prices. Which means 
that a purchaser of a 1,500- 
square-foot home will pay 
about $4,000 more for that 
home than if there were no 
special fees. 

Frankly, we wonder about 
our public officials sometimes 
... make that most of the time. 
What motivates them? Why 
are their mindsets so one-di- 
rectional that they can’t see 
the devastating effects of their 
tax-and-spend mentality. ? 


We wonder, too, about citi- 
zens in our communities, who 
like sheep being led to slaugh- 
ter, fail to see the more tran- 
quil path that can lead them 
from the deprivations forced 
upon them by government and 
its agencies. 


Parents want more schools. 
The closer to their neighbor- 
hoods, the better. Noble de- 
sires, indeed. But until all the 
administrative and other fat is 
trimmed from local school 
budgets, increasing taxes to 
pay for new schools should be 
the last thing on the minds of 
the district trustees.

shakes period,’’ said Jackie Gio- 
dano, former board member. 

Howard Rankin, a former 
member of the architectural 
committee, said that 30 percent 
of the material that covers the 
roofs is comprised of tar and 
rock. That material is more 
flammable than wood shake, he 
said. 

“Since our building is 30 per- 
cent hot mop which is more 
flammable, what difference 
does it make what we reroof 
with?” Rankin said. 

“Tf you’re gonna ban shakes, 
you’re gonna tear down the en- 
tire community.”’ 

Last August, a majority of 
homeowners voted for wooden 
shingles, Rankin said. 

Giodano, however, went 
ahead and reroofed her town- 
home with a cement-based ma- 
terial last summer.

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7 surgeries 
later, police 
Officer is back 


| to accept honor

ot many people expected 
Placentia Police officer 
Larry Worden to be man- 


ning his beat for a long time after 
a near-fatal motorcycle accident 
in January 1992. 

The collision left Worden in 
critical condition. His hip and 
lower jaw were shattered. He lost 
teeth and his cheek bones were 
disconnected from his skull. 

He went through seven surger- 
ies and his mouth was wired shut 
for 3%2 weeks. Doctors estimated 
he wouldn’t be back to work for 
at least a year. 

But Worden surprised everyone 
by returning to his job in four 
months 

City officials recently recog- 
nized Worden’s dedication by hon- 
oring him as 1992 Employee of 
the Year 

But his remarkable recovery 
from his injuries isn’t the only 
reason he was honored. He is 
known as a dedicated and well- 
liked officer. 

“He won the award because of 
his performance before and after 
the accident,’ City Adminstrator 
Bob D’Amato said. 

“He demonstrated how valu- 
able he is to the city ... He’s an 
outstanding person who is very 
dedicated, not only to his job but 
to the citizens of Placentia. 

“Tt’s not just his dedication, he 
loves his job that much,” said 
Rick Miller, a fellow officer and 
Worden’s best friend. 

Miller witnessed the accident 
and came to his aid. Worden was 
hit Jan. 22 by a motorist making 
an illegal left turn at the intersec- 
tion of Palm Drive and Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

Miller describes Worden as an 
officer who looks at the human el- 
ement in every situation, not just 
the facts. 

He has received letters from 
people he has given tickets to, 
Miller said, who was his former 
training officer.

“‘He’s just one neat guy,”’ he 
said. 


Sgt. Jay Fricke, Worden’s su- 
pervisor for the last six years, 
said Worden earned the award 
for his performance with the Po- 
lice Department and involvement 
with the community teaching 
drivers education to high school 
students. ; 


“‘He’s an excellent offi- 
cer ... He’s well liked by people in 
general. I can’t say enough good 





things about him,”’ he said. 

Worden is glad to be at work 
again. 

“I try to treat people the way I 
want to be treated or the way I 
want my family treated,’’ Wor- 
den said. 


“Tt makes my job easier.”’ 

And he is pleased with the 
award. 

“For a year that started off so 
bad, it had a real nice ending get- 
pee employee of the year,’’ he 
said.

Anti-theft tips 


Despite the best efforts of 
law enforcement officials, sev- 
eral million homes were bur- 
glarized last year. Unforntate- 
ly, the prospects for 1992 are 
not much better.

It's economical 
and elegant, 
experts agree

n sunlight it shines, in firelight 
it shimmers, setting the tone 
for decorative warmth. 
Tile is always in style 


Yet its durability and low-main- 
tenance features dissolve if it is 
installed improperly. Paving a 
room with the softer Italian tiles, 
for example, may not be condu- 
cive to heavy traffic patterns 
And the delicate, custom-painted 
ceramic tile should not be used on 
bathroom floors where slip-resis- 
tant finishes are needed 


Among the dozens of tile stores 
in and around State College Bou- 
levard in Anaheim, consultants 
are eager to share the virtues of a 
surface that ranges from the eco- 
nomical to the elegant. 


Barbara Johnson, manager of 
the Porcelanosa showroom, touts 
many of the Spain-manufactured 
tiles as offering the elegant Euro- 
pean look. 


“Trends today call for 18-inch 
tiles in natural stone Teide and 
Piedra styles, featuring varia- 
tions in colors with a matte finn- 
ish,’ Johnson said. ‘“‘Black and 
white, creme and black and the 
beige tones remain the builders’ 
and homeowners’ choices.”’ 


Another big seller, Johnson 
said, is Corinto Blanco tile, an 18- 
inch square gray marbelized edi- 
tion that resembles real marble. 
The faux marble is used for en- 
tryways, halls and kitchens. 


‘Remember, real marble used 
on kitchen floors is a no-no,” 
Johnson said. ‘‘Such things as 
ketchup and wine leave indelible 
stains. And scratches definitely 
show.” 


To compensate for earthquake 
damage to tile walls or floors, 
Johnson recommends customers 
purchase ‘‘10 percent more extra 
tiles.’’

custom-painting, said Stephane 
Johnston of Placentia. The china 


painter, who has hand-painted de- 


signs in California and Arizona 
homes, said the softer tiles, such 
as Mexican, sometimes break 
during the hand-crafting process. 


“Tile artists should work di- 
rectly with the customer rather 
than through the interior decora- 
tor,”’ Johnston said. ‘‘Communi- 
cation is so important to find out 
what the client is looking for, 
what they are trying to achieve 
and how they want to express 
their feelings.” 


Unlike china painting, Johnston 
said, successful tile projects de- 
pend on what other people want, 
not on what the artist prefers. 


Dick Cliff, whose wife’s grand- 
father founded Santa Ana Tile in 
1928, warns tile customers to look 
carefully at the installer’s record. 


“How many times we’ve come 
to the rescue when a low-priced 
worker leaves a job half done and 
vanishes,"’ Cliff bemoaned. 


‘So many people look at price 
and figure they will go with the 
cheapest bid,” Cliff said. ‘But 
they should understand that li- 
censes, bonds and liability — not 
comprehensive — insurance cost 
money for a legitimate contrac- 
tor. 


‘When they pick a cheap con- 
tractor, many times it will result 
in a phone call to the state licens- 
ing board when it’s too late.”’ 


Cliff said the state licensing bu- 
reau or Ceramic Tile Institute in 
Los Angeles are good resources 
to locate reputable contractors. 


Since taking over the Santa 
Ana Tile Co., now located in Ana- 
heim, Cliff said he prefers install- 


ing American-made tile. ‘‘There’s 
a trim for everything, giving that 
finished look. Many of the Italian 
tiles don’t have the matching 
tiles.”’ 


Granite, he said, works well in 
the kitchen since it doesn’t absorb 
food oils. And the newer Japa- 
nese-brand tiles, which often cost 
double the domestic brands, have 
proven extremely durable. 


Cliff said he rarely recom- 
mends sealing the more popular 
white grouting. ‘‘When portions 
wear off, it makes the remaining 
lines appear dirty.” 


And for the do-it-yourselfer, the 
Tile Council of America warns re- 
modelers not to tile over spring 
floor coverings. Instead cover the 
exisiting floor with exterior-grade 
plywood at least three-eighths 
inches thick, or with a glass-mesh 
mortar unit before tiling.

Low-cost kits available for toilets

Q. | have an old-style toilet in my 
home that is not operating up to par. 
| visually examined ail the the mov- 
ing parts and waited for the tank to 
fill to see if anything was abnormal. 
The problem appears to be with the 
internal parts and water continues to 
run after the toilet is flushed. Can 
you determine what might be the 
cause of this malfunction? 

A. Without actually seeing the 
problem, I can only suggest you 
follow these simple steps: 

Before doing anything, turn off 
the water supply and then closely 
examine all the moving parts such 
as the ball cock mechanism that 
controls incoming water. Look at 
the rubber flap at the floor of the 
tank itself to be sure there aren’t 
any obstructions or corrosion from

the valve seat. In addition, check 
the chain and guide arm, making 
sure the ball falls straight down. If 
the ball rubs against the tank wall, 
that will cause water to run contin- 
ually. Simply bend the float ball 
arm slightly inward to correct this 
problem. Make sure the metal rod 
is not higher than the overflow 
tube, or it may allow water to flow 
over. 


It’s possible other problems may 
exist, in which case, you may need 
the assistance of a professional. 
However, more times than not, 
low-cost toilet tank repair kits are 
at your convenience at plumbing 
supply and hardware dealers. 


These replacement parts can give 
you headache-free performance, 
depending on the problem, instead 
of replacing some major parts. 


Q. We have a cabin in the moun- 
tains. | need to know if there is some 
kind of treatment which can be used 
on the surface of a snow shovel to 
prevent snow weight build-up. It 
seems that the chore of removing 
snow is doubly hard when what you 
are removing clings to the shovel 
itself. Do you know of anything | can 
use? 


A. I know that the use of an indus- 
trial all-purpose silicone spray will 
prevent sticking and repel water. 
However, keep in mind that this 
product will work best on a fairly 
new shovel with a surface that is 
not scratched or worn. Otherwise, 
silicone spray will only be ab- 
sorbed into a porous metal surface.

@ Learn the lingo. To know the 
difference between a Basque and 
Empire waistline, browse through 
bridal guides such as Modern 
Bride Wedding Celebrations by 
Cele Goldsmith Lalli (John Wiley 
and Sons). 

@ Plan ahead. Experts suggest 
you start your search at least eight 
to nine months before the wedding. 
Plan on placing the dress order at 
least six months in advance. 

@ Go with a pro. The wedding 
dress is not a frock with which to 
gamble. 

Thus, say wedding planners, it’s 

best to purchase your dress from 
an established store that has been 
in the business for a while. 
@ Consider all the angles. It’s 
best to take vour time when choos- 
ing a dress, and consider all the 
views ina full-length mirror before 
making a final selection. 

If you’re trying on dresses for the 
first time, it’s a good idea to style 
hair and wear makeup so you'll get 
an approximate idea of the total 
look. For subsequent fittings, bring 
along appropriate lingerie and 
shoes.

BRIDAL EXPERTS 
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Winning ways to work with pros

While the bride and the groom 
are the stars of any wedding pro: 
duction, there’s a large supporting 
cast of professionals who contrib- 
ute to making the day a success — 
a disaster. 

While the majority of wedding 
vendors are reliable professionals, 
some are rip-off artists — florists 
who never deliver the flowers, pho- 
tographers who refuse to turn over 
wedding photos without the pay- 
ment of additional or unexpected 
costs, or caterers whose idea of a 
chicken entree turns out to be 
chicken salad from a can. 

The best way to avoid falling 
prey to such practices is to shop 
around before selecting a vendor, 
check references, call the Better 
Business Bureau to check for com- 
plaints and get everything in writ- 
ing. 

That means signing a contract or 
a sales agreement with every sup- 
plier with whom you deal: statio- 
ner, reception site, caterer, baker, 
bridal salon, musicians, florists, 
photographer, videographer, deco- 
rator, limousine service and wed- 
ding consultant. 

Everything should be covered in 
contracts. Here’s a shopping list of 
items to use as a basis: 

M@ Types, sizes and numbers. 
@ Dates, times and delivery 
schedules. 

@ Taxes, gratuities and other ex- 
tras. 

@ Payment plans, cancellation 
fees and refund policies. 

Read all contracts carefully, in- 
cluding the fine print, to be sure 
you understand exactly what is be- 
ing promised — the vague descrip- 
tion of an “entree and two side 
dishes” isn’t nearly as graphic as 
“prime rib served with new pota- 
toes and almandine green beans,” 
for example, and saying that the 
“photographer” will attend the 
wedding and reception isn’t nearly 
as detailed as including the photog- 
rapher’s name and the times he

should arrive and depart. 

Once you’ve made your decision 
and signed a contract that you’ve 
made certain is clear, you’ll have 
something to rely on if lines of com- 
munication get crossed. 

Of course, there’s no retake on a 
wedding, and going to court later 
can’t recapture those lost mo- 
ments if things go wrong. So, it’s in 
your best interest not only to have 
a contract, but also to establish a 
working relationship with suppli- 
ers. 

Phone or visit vendors at agreed- 
upon intervals, and keep a record 
of the dates you called, with whom 
you spoke and what was said. Re- 
fer to your contracts as you go 
along to verify that products and 
services are being prepared as 
you’ve agreed. 

Additional, more specific, con- 

tract concerns for some of the wed- 
ding’s big-ticket items: 
@ Caterers. Careful consider- 
ation of the catering contract is im- 
portant because in addition to 
charges for food, beverages and 
waiters, there often are many ex- 
tra charges as well. Be certain the 
contract spells out exactly what is 
covered in the base cost and how 
much you will be charged for ‘“‘ex- 
tras,” such as space rental, linens 
and china. 

In addition, have the contract 

specify that the person with whom 
you worked most closely in plan- 
ning will be at the reception to per- 
sonally oversee things. 
@ Photographers. Some photog- 
raphers charge a flat fee for a pho- 
tographic package, others an hour- 
ly rate and materials rate, so it’s 
essential to have a contract specify 
what is included in the fee. 

Some questions to consider: 
Does the quoted price include a fin- 
ished album? Is there an extra 
charge for proofs from which 
you’ll eventually select prints? 

How many portraits and how 
many candids will the photogra- 
pher shoot? How long will the pho- 
tographer stay at the wedding and 
reception? Will person you speak 


with be the photographer come 
wedding day? How long does the 
establishment keep negatives. 

@ Florists. Some florists just 
drop off flowers, others stay and 
act as a coordinator, making sure 
all flowers are perfectly placed, all 
candles are lit, all ribbons are per- 
fectly tied, etc. Make sure the con- 
tract specifies the type of service 
you expect to receive — as well as 
the specific flowers to be included 
in and the dimensions of arrange- 
ments and bouquets. 

It’s also important for the con- 
tract to specify the date and time 
on which floral set-up should take 
place — or at least that the florist is 
responsible for contacting the wed- 
ding and reception sites to ascer- 
tain appropriate set-up times. 


@ Bridal consultant. Before hir- 
ing a consultant to help tackle the 
tasks of putting on a wedding, ask 
about the number of weddings on 
which she has worked. Experience 
counts. 


Establish up-front how payment 
is arranged: is it an hourly rate, a 
flat fee or a percentage of wedding 
costs? Generally, the consultant’s 
fee should not add to a wedding’s 
cost — the planner works within 
the couple’s budget, and that in- 
cludes her fee. 


For example, if your budget is 
$10,000 and the consultant’s fee is 
10 percent, she’ll spend $9,000 on 
services. With her experience and 
contacts, she’ll likely purchase 
much more with that $9,000 than 
you could with $10,000. 

Have a contract specify which 
specific services the consultant of- 
fers. Some possibilities: find sup- 
pliers and arrange for all rentals, 
right down to the napkins; monitor 
the budget, making sure vendor 
payments are made on schedule; 
mediate to help keep peace when 
family members disagree on wed- 
ding plans; oversee every detail 
come wedding day so that the wed- 
ding events go precisely as 
planned; have the gown heir- 
loomed after the reception.

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COUNTDOWN 


Your biggest party needs planning time

You’ve said, ‘‘Yes.’’ Now what? 

Bridal industry experts would 
answer, ‘‘Start planning — now.” 

That’s smart, because you think 
about it, your wedding is probably 
the biggest party you'll ever throw. 
Most couples allow 10 months to a 
year to plan their big day. Others 
spend as long as 18 months to two 
years, especially if they want a 
particular venue on a particular 
day (say, a popular hotel on a busy 
weekend in June). 

Still, other lovebirds are able to 
put together a smashing celebra- 
tion in just three or four months 
(sometimes even less). They argue 
that less time to plan means less 
time to dither over the mind-bog- 
gling options. 

Still, more time makes it easier 
to save money, which can take 
some planning. Here is a timetable 
for couples who have about a year. 
12 months before: 

Decide what kind of wedding you 
want and agree on a budget. Is it 
formal, daytime, evening? Now is 
the time to visit the clergyman or 
judge who will perform the wed- 
ding. 

Draw up the guest list. This will 
help determine what kind of wed- 
ding you can afford. 

Pick the date and reserve your 
time at the wedding and reception 
sites. Plan the reception, including 
selecting flowers, the photogra- 
pher, musicians and the caterer. 
This might seem too early, but pop- 
ular wedding pros get booked way 
in advance. 

The bride should choose her at- 
tendants, and the groom should 
choose his best man and ushers. 
And everyone should decide on 
their clothing. A custom-made 
wedding gown can take months to 
make and you want to have plenty 
of time for alterations. 

Enroll in a bridal gift registry. 
This is something the bride and 
groom should plan to do together; 
after all, they both have to live with 
what they receive. 

Four to six months: 

Order the invitations and person- 
al stationary (brides will want to 
order stationary with their maiden 
and married names to write thank- 
you notes before and after the cere- 
mony. 

The mothers of the bride and 
groom should select their dresses, 
and the bride should shop for her 
trousseau. 

Both the bride and groom should 
get a complete physical examina- 
tion and set a date for the blood test 
(check on the valid time period be- 
fore setting the date). 

Plan for life after the vows. That 
means planning the honeymoon 
and deciding where you'll live. 
Start shopping for any post-nuptial 
furniture you'll need. 

Two to four months: 

Gather all your attendants and 
friends for an invitation-address- 
ing party. It’s also time for the 
groom’s family to plan the re- 
hearsal dinner if there will be one. 

The couple should buy their wed- 
ding rings now and plan to get the 


marriage license (find out how 
long it is valid in your state before 
heading to city hall). 

Buy gifts for the attendants and 
ushers. 

Write thank-you notes for gifts as 
they arrive. Do this, or it will be an 
overwhelming job when you return 
from the honeymoon. 

One to two months: 

Mail the invitations and start 
planning the nuts and bolts of the 
big day. That means making 
prewedding appointments with 
your hairstylist; arranging accom- 
modations for out-of-town guests; 
getting final alterations on the 
bride’s and attendant’s dresses, 
and picking up the wedding rings. 

It’s nice to plan a party for your 
bridesmaids to give them their 
gifts. 

Two weeks: 

Let everyone know your good 
news by sending a wedding an- 
nouncement to your local paper. 

Finalize the seating plan for the 
reception.

Wedding registry dos, don’ts

It sounds too good to be true: 
You and your fiance visit your 
favorite stores and pick out the 
items you need to start your life 
together. The sky’s the limit — 
nothing is out of bounds — and 
everything you wanted can be 
yours. 

Well, sort of. 

There’s no guarantee you'll 
receive every item on your gift 
registry. Your guests have a say 
in what they buy for you, and 
they may decide not to partici- 
pate in the registry at all. 

On the other hand, guests ap- 
preciate having access to a long 
list of can’t-miss gifts. They’re 
able to pick something in their 
price range and know the item 
is not likely to be exchanged. 

So how can you make the most 
of a gift registry and ensure that 
your guests are equally satis- 
fied? Heed the following regis- 
try dos and don’ts. 

@ Do work with a trained reg- 
istry consultant. Meet with one 
who works for a large depart- 
ment store (make an appoint- 
ment). He or she will help you 
coordinate what you already 
own (china, linens, silverware) 
with new patterns. Be prepared 
to discuss your likes and dis- 
likes, your lifestyle and the 
number of guests attending the 
wedding. 

@ Do register early, three to 
six months prior to the wedding. 
Not only will your guests be able 
to shop at their leisure, they’ll 


use the registry to select shower 
gifts. 

@ Don’t list where you are 
registered on your wedding invi- 
tations; it’s considered bad 
taste. However, it’s OK for your 
hosts to mention it on shower 
invitations. (In fact, some 
stores provide registry cards 
that can be enclosed in shower 
invitations.) Your parents, 
friends and relatives should 
spread the word to wedding 
guests. 

@ Do register at numerous 
shops, according to what you 
really want and need. Consider 
stores that sell furniture, bath 
items, gourmet foods, antiques, 
hardware, art prints, garden 
supplies, business products and 
sporting goods. 

M Don’t overlook services 
(garden care, home remodel- 
ing, interior design, house- 
cleaning, | window-washing); 
travel agents; lessons (dancing, 
cooking, skiing, golf, tennis). 
You're not limited to gifts that 
can be wrapped. 

@ Dowork with the stores that 
use computerized gift regis- 
tries. As soon as an item is pur- 
chased, it’s deleted from the 
registry — so you needn’t worry 
about duplicates. 

@ Don’t register for the same 


_ item at different stores. 


@ Do register at stores that 
have branches in other cities, 
for the convenience of guests 
who live out of town. Make sure 
the stores coordinate their com- 
puter listings. 

@ Don’t neglect traditional 


wedding gifts: fine and informal 
china, crystal, flatware, glass- 
ware, bedding, linens and small 
appliances. You may not think 
you need “good” china and 
crystal, but if you don’t get it 
now, you may not find money in 
your budget for it later. 

@ Do register in a wide price 
range. Some of your guests will 
be limited in what they can 
spend (your younger siblings, 
for example). Include place 
mats, towels, kitchen gadgets 
and tools. 

@ Don’t be afraid to be ex- 
travagant. Several guests may 
pool their resources to purchase 
that high-ticket item you’ve 
been longing for. 

@ Don’t tell people you want 
money. 

@ Do maintain a gift list. 
Make a note of the who, what, 
when and where of every item 
you receive. Save tags, mailing 
labels and any other informa- 
tion that will help you write 
thank-you notes. 


@ Don’t worry that you might 
not receive everything on your 
registry. Friends and relatives 
will want to fill in any gaps at 
future occasions (birthdays, an- 
niversaries, holidays). And you 
can complete sets yourself as 
your budget allows. 


@ Do pick patterns that will 
continue to be available in years 
to come (discuss this with your 
registry consultant). 


@ Do browse through catalogs 
and visit stores before you meet 
with the registry consultant.

Cirque du Soleil 
amazes with 
‘Saltimbanco’

Thrilling, magical, theatrical 
are only a few of the ways to de- 
scribe ‘‘Saltimbanco.” This much 
acclaimed French-Canadian theat- 
rical circus, “‘Cirque du Soleil,’’ 
served up its new show at Costa 
Mesa’s South Coast Plaza. 

“Saltimbanco,”’ a 16th-century 
Italian word meaning ‘“‘skilled 
street performers and traveling 
acrobats”’ incorporates all those 
talents. Diverse performances by 
an international cast kept the audi- 
ence gasping with surprise and de- 
light. 

Master of ceremonies and ring- 
master Rene Bazinet is a genius of 
mime, sound, imagination and 
movement. He creates five differ- 
ent characters each with an origi- 
nal act. His use of members of the 
audience is incredibly delicate and 
surprising. 

The Chinese poles act uses, for 
the first time, four rather than the 
traditional two poles. Patterns and 


choreography of these performers 
were unique and challenging. It is 
impossible to anticipate the multi- 
movements, all performed as 
smoothly as silk.

Placentia teen has bright future in fencing

t’s a sport that goes back to 

the days of knights in shining 

armor, maidens in distress, 
towering castles, kings and 
queens, honor, dignity... 

It’s a sport of finesse, of unre- 
lenting cunning and quickness. 
It’s not a sport for just anyone. 

John Madden would hate this 
sport. 

The sport is fencing, and at 
least one local participant is suc- 
cessfully dueling his way into its 
upper echelons. 

J.R. Arnold, a 15-year-old Pla 
centia resident and El Dorado 
High student, has chosen a most 
rare hobby in this neck of the 
woods. Involved in fencing for 
just nine months, Arnold has al- 
ready maneuvered himself into 
qualification for this weekend's 
Junior Olympic Fencing Champi- 
onships at Colorado Springs, Colo 


Arnold will compete in epee, 
Age 17-and-under classification. 
His previous achievements in- 
clude winning @ pair of medals at 
the Junior Olympic Fencing Qual- 
ification tournament at Chamin- 


ade High in Canoga Park. He 
took a silver medal in the 15-and- 
under class and a bronze in 17 
and-under. 

Despite being qualified for the 
15-and-under division, J.R. will 
compete only in the 17-and-under 
at Colorado Springs, a move his 
father, Joseph, says is for future 
preparation. 

“He'll get to see more of the 
type of competition he may soon 
be facing regularly,”’ Dad said. 

Epee is one of three divisions of 
fencing, the other two being foil, 
the most common form, and sa- 
ber. The difference between epee 
and foil is relatively basic — epee 
allows scoring anywhere on the 
body, while foil has only a desig- 
nated target area on the torso. An 
electronic registering device sig- 
nals when successful hits are 
made. 

Arnold likes epee better be- 
cause of its increased freedom. 

“There aren't a lot of rules, 
like foil,”’ he said. ‘In foil, there's 
a lot of weird stuff. You have 
your left hip pointed a certain 
way as you step to the right and 
so forth. Mpee's a lot more fun be- 
cause you can hit the whole 
body.” 











Since fencing isn’t one of this 
area’s more popular pastimes, 
Arnold practices for tournaments 
at the Westside Fencing Club in 
Culver City, a 45-minute drive 
from Placentia. He trains as a 
member of the ‘Viper Club”’ un 
der the instruction of Russian 
fencing master Vadim Diambe- 
kov. 

But Arnold can thank Cal State 
Fullerton fencing professor Heiz 
buro Okawa, a former 6-time 
Japanese national champion, for 
leading him to Westside. Arnold 
can also thank his dad, professor 
of theater at the school, for link 
ing the two together 

“Professor Okawa is a beauti 
ful human being. He's really been 
a tremendous help in getting my 
son going in the sport,’’ Joseph 
said. 

Arnold’s passion for the sport 
has been bred from his interest in 
history, specifically, the medieval 
age. 

“T don’t know, I’ve just always 
had an interest in that,”’ J-R. 
said. “I can't really tell you ex- 
actly why.” 

Now that he’s into the sport to 
stay, Arnold wants to see just 
how far he can go. This week- 





end's Junior Olympic event could 
be followed by an appearance at 
the national championships at 
Denver in April. And then, per- 
haps, an international competi- 
tion. 


But Dad doesn't want J.R. to go 
too fast 

“We'll cross that bridge when 
we come to it,”’ Joseph said of the 
suggestion of international 
events 


J.R.’s interest in such a unique 
sport is indicative of this talented 
family. His mother, Voiza, is the 
dean of communications at Rio 
Hondo College in Whittier. And 
two older sisters are establishing 
their own niches. Melissa, 22, is a 
theater actress living in Glendale 
Sarah, 20, also has an acting 
background as she pursues her 
degree at Portland State Univer 
sity. 

“We have a lot of different in- 
terests,”’ Joseph agreed 

But the most unusual, and per 
haps most admirable, is that of a 
1S-year-old who may someday 
show the world — or at least Or- 
ange County — that there's more 
to sporting life than free throws, 
foul balls and first downs.

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Housing inventories show improvement 


First quarter 1993 resale housing in- 
ventories in north and east Orange Coun- 
ty have dropped in relation to their levels 
of the previous quarter. The finding is a 
result of my recent Orange County inven- 
tory analysis, using Multiple Listing Ser- 
vice data as a barometer of supply and 
demand. 

Inventory in months’ supply is a formu- 
la long used by developers to estimate the 
amount of time required to sell out new 
housing inventories. It is sometimes re- 
ferred to as the absorption rate. 

My recent study of Jan. 20 provides a 
similar point in time picture of the Or- 
ange County resale market. It estimates 
the amount of time required to sell out 
housing inventories given the following 
three assumptions: 

1) No new inventory is added to the 
marketplace; 2) buying activity of the 
preceding 12 months remains at the exact 
same level; and 3) all houses are equal in 
their appeal to buyers. 

None of these assumptions are possible 
in our rapidly-changing real estate mar- 
ket. They are required, however, to put 
the data into its proper perspective. 

Anaheim Hills showed the greatest im- 
provement in months’ supply inventory 
levels with a decrease of 59.8 percent to a 
5.1 month supply. (This result indicates 
that, given the three assumptions of the 
study, it will take 5.1 months to exhaust 
the resale inventory in Anaheim Hills. ) 

Yorba Linda also fared well, with a

decrease in resale inventories of 22 per- 
cent to 10.1 months’ supply. La Palma 
was the only area city to show a percent- 
age increase in its months supply. Its 
inventory level was up by 3.3. percent to 
12.5 months’ supply. 

Los Alamitos is Orange County’s best 
performing city with a low 6.4 months’ 
supply. The communities of Trabuco 
Canyon and Sunset Beach are the coun- 
ty’s worst performing communities, each 
with 36 months’ supply. 

While the results appear promising, 
they must be balanced with the fact that 
inventory levels traditionally decrease 
when comparing the first quarter of any 
year to the fourth quarter of the previous 
year.

And while the 
overall results are improved, some prop- 
erty types and price ranges remain se- 
verely impacted in today’s real estate 
market. 

Higher priced homes in the communi- 
ties of La Habra Heights and Orange ap- 
pear most vulnerable. There is a 54 
months’s supply of La Habra Heights 
homes from $600,000 to $700,000. There is 
a 44.8 months’ supply of Orange homes 
priced over $700,000. 

Higher levels of supply portend de- 
creasing prices, lower supply levels indi- 
cate stable or increasing prices.
